I1HE PAPER EXHIBITS. 

It is to be regretted that the display of paper 
from the United States was not more complete. 
But very few of the numerous and extensive 
mills of the country were represented, and these 
were almost all Eastern establishments. This 
shows a very reprehensible indifference on the 
part of our. manufacturers in regard to their 
present reputation and future business interest. 
However, the display, though small in quantity, 
was excellent in quality; in fact, the superiority | 
of the leading exhibits was so marked that it | 
seemed to leave nothing to be desired, and the | 
excellence was so uniform that it is almost im- 
possible to make any comparative report on 
standard American papers. 

The exhibit of bond, ledger, blank-book papers; 
of superfine linen for note, letter, and cap pa- 
pers, some of the latter in many tints, was su- 
perb, and not equaled by similar exhibits from 
other countries. The chromo, steel-plate, wood- 
«ut, and book papers exhibited were very fine, and 
all that could be desired. The amountof blotting 
paper displayed was small, but the quality was of 
the highest order. Of news paper proper there 
was no exhibit, which is especially to be regretted, 
as the United States is a very large producer and 
consumer of thisgrade of paper. Likewise, there 
was no exhibit of manilla paper proper, but the 
two or three exhibits of building paper made 
from manilla stock were very good. W 
paper” War Bearcely represented at all, and 
display of card-board, bristol-board, book-binders’ 
and box-makers’ board was very meagre, but of 
good quality. The two exhibits of tissue paper 
were also of very good quality. Among the ex- 
hibits the following may be especially men- 
tioned: 

Porter & Bainbridge, New York.—This exhibit 
comprised a large assortment of card stock of 
every description, and also a large variety of pa- 
pers and envelopes of both foreign and domestic | 
make. 

Rhode Island Card-board Company, Pawtucket, | 
R. L, exhibited a variety of differently colored | 
vard-board, which was of good quality, possess - 
ing both hardness and elasticity. 

W. O. Davey, New Jersey, exhibited a lot of 
tar or binders’ boards of excellent quality, the 
only display of the kind brought to my notice. 

Zenas Crane, Jr., Daiton, Mass., displayed 
white and tinted bristol-boards, which were of 
very good quality. 

The Androscoggin Pulp Company, Portland, | 
Me., exhibited a gé>d sample of wood-pulp, and | 
also boxes made from the wood-pulp board. The 
boxes were not entered for competition, but were 
good of the kind. 

Case Bros., South Manchester, Conn., exhibit- 
ed press boards, which were hard, strong, and 
of excellent quality, with the one exception that 
they were lumpy. A little more care in the prep- 
aration of the stock would have produced a 
No. 1 board. 

Mount Holly Paper Company, Mt. Holly, 
Penn., made a small but very creditable display 
of ruled papers. 

Owen Paper Company, Housatonic, Mass., 
made one of the largest displays of writing pa- 
per in the Exhibition, including a large line of 
their foreign correspondence, fancy rep and 
drawing paper. The papers were excellent in 
every point except sizing, which might have | 
been better. 

Parson Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., made 
a good display of colored writing and envelope 














paper, which looked very well. 

Crane Bros., Westfield, Mass., exhibited bank- 
ledger and record paper of excellent quality; 
also Japanese paper baskets and paper belting. 
These baskets are very good of their kind, and 
the belting can be used in a dry place. It is 
cheap and well made, and probably will do all 
that is claimed for it. 

Megargee Bros., Philadelphia, displayed a 
good engine-sized paper, second quality, envel- 
ope papers in all colors and shades, granite 
cover-papers, plate papers, and assorted colored | 
mediums. 

Jessup & Moore, Philadelphia, exhibited a | 
very good line of copper-plate, lithograph, wood- | 
cut, and super-calendered book papers, all of 





which contained wood cellulose or chemically 
prepared wood-pulp. They also exhibited print- | 
ed samples of these papers, which looked very | 
fine. 

Nashua Card and Glazed Paper Company, | 
Nashua, New Hampshire, exhibited cut cards, a 
small lot of card-board stock, in sheets, and four | 
or five rolls in colored stock. They also sent in |

Byron Weston, Dalton, Mass., made an ele- 
gant exhibit of first-class ledger paper. There 


was no better paper in the Exhibition as to tex- 
ture, strength and finish. 

Crane & Co., Dalton, Mass., exhibited bank- 
note, bond and parchment papers of excellent 
quality, strong, flexible and well sized. 


Southworth Company, Mittineaque, Mass., 


made a beautiful display of clean and well- | 


made paper, consisting of bank-ledger and dif- 
ferent kinds of writing papers. They were the 
cleanest and best woven papers in the Exhibi- 
tion. 

L. L. Brown Paper Company, South Adams, 
Mass., made a fine exhibit of ledger papers. 
They were not as well woven as some others, 
though exceedingly well sized. 

H. V. Butler, Jr., & Co., Paterson, 
Jersey, exhibited a variety of papers, among

It contained but one exhibit of writing paper, | 
Lut the display of cigarette paper was very good. 

The best display of any foreign nation was 
that of Spain. Including a variety of paper, it 
excelled especially in cigarette papers. 

From Russia there was a good exhibit, espe- 
cially of writing paper, which was strong and 
well made. 

Italy displayed some good samples of hand- 
made paper. It possessed strength, but lacked 
finish, and did not indicate any great degree of | 
progress, 

Sweden displayed the finest lot of wrapping 
paper in the Exhibition, and also some very 
good samples of wood-palp, both chemically 
and mechanically prepared. 

The Mexican exhibit contained some very 
good paper made from native fibres. As men- 
tioned above, that made from Agave fibre was | 
the strongest paper in the Exhibition. Egypt 
also exhibited specimens of paper made from 
native fibres, which were of very fair quality. 

The exhibit of papers from both China and 
Japan was very creditable. Their papers, how- |

Lubricator for Steam Engines. 





A new lubricator is intended to supply lubri- 
cating material to the steam for the purpose of 
lubricating the valves and cylinders of steam 
engines. 
parts directly, so that the danger of obstructed 
oil holes is avoided. The oil or tallow is floated 
from the reservoir by the condensation of the 
steam passing into it. Two tubes standing per 
pendicularly and parallel to each other are ex- 
tended to the exhaust pipe, into which the right- 
hand one enters a few inches Above the other. 
This forms a siphon which, filled to a level 
with the lower end of the tube by the water 
from condensation, causes any surplus to be dis- 
charged into the exhaust pipe. The lubricating 
oil occupies the large cylinder or reservoir, into 
which, by means of the valve, such an amount 
of water is allowed to pass as corresponds with 
the quantity of oil required. The glass tube

Improvement in Paper Calendering 
Machines. 





Francis W. Bird, of East Walpole, Mass., has | 
invented an improvement in paper calendering 
machines, herewith illustrated. 

Figure 1 represents a side view of the machine, |

The improvement comprises a stack of four 
calender rolls, A, B, C and D, supported in suit- 
able stands E E. The rolls A, B and D are of 
chilled iron, or can be made of any other metal 


Roll C is of paper, or of any other desirable 
material, and is supported by bearings ¢ e at each 
end, attached to the stands E E, and the pressure 
upon this, in connection with the two upper rolls, 





is produced by screws F F, or by levers, or in 
any other desirable manner. The bottom. roll 
D is the friction roll; and, being connected with 
roll C by gears G G1, is run faster than roll C, 
and thus produces the desired polish by friction. 

The bearings of the friction-roll D rest upon

| blocks rest upon stands E at f, and are operated 


by screws 6, which pass through them, and slide 
them backward and forward, so as to produce

The inventor claims the combination, with a 
stack of paper-calendering rolls, two or more 
high, of the friction and polishing roll D, ar- 
ranged upon separate and independent bearings 
from the other rolls, and beneath them, and 
driven at a different speed from the other rolls, 
and also having combined therewith mechanism, 
for adjusting roll D at the will of the operator, 
while the machine is in operation.

Nitrate of Soda as Antichlore.

The most commonly used antichlor is hyposul- 
phite of soda, but it offers the inconvenience of 
depositing sulphur, which, thanks to its fine state 
of subdivision, is difficult to remove completely 
from the textile fibres, and is oxidized with con- 
siderable facility, giving rise to a small quantity 
of sulphuric acid, which injures the solidity of 
the tissues. A trial has been made to remedy 
this inconvenience by the use of sulphite of soda, 
only this agent is much less active, for it ab- 
sorbs less chlorine, as shown by the figures be- 
low, which indicate the quantity of chlorine that 
may saturate the same weight of hyposulphite, 
sulphite, and nitrite, the agent which the author 
recommends: 

100 parts hyposulphite of soda absorb 114.4 of chlorine 
100 parts sulphite of soda absorb 28.1 of chlorine 
100 parts nitrate of soda absorb 108.0 of chlorine 

The nitrate of soda, which bas almost the same 
capacity of saturation for chlorine as hyposul 
phite, has hitherto been neglected for this use, 
because it could not be met with in the market. 
Thanks to divers other uses of this salt, this ob- 
jection is removed, and nothing hinders employ- 
ing it as antichlore.—Dingler.

The English Paper Trade and the 
Limited Liabilities. 


GENERAL BURST-UP OF THE BoGus COMPANIES. 








To the Editor of The Journal: 
Norta Wa tes, April, 1877. 
There is an old saying that ‘you must go 
abroad to hear news of home,” and upon turning 
to the columns of your JOURNAL, published 3,000 
miles away, I note its illustration. From the 
remarks of your correspondent, W. F. C., I 
learn that the manufacture of paper in this 
country is what children know as Tom Tiddler’s 
ground, in which gold and silver may be had for 
the picking up. He mentions that several 
limited liability companies are making their 15 
to 20 per cent. profit. The profits of most of 
these companies have been written in something 
more fragile than sand, viz., water, for they are 
mostly going into liquid-ation. Yesterday a 
creditor's meeting took place in Manchester of 
one of these ‘‘ will of the wisps,” the North of 
England Paper Co., with its shares all paid up, 
the money wasted away in low prices and bad 
debts, and enormous liabilities far exceeding the 
even nominal assets. Another of these ignes 
fatui, after bursting its cylinder, is in a fair 
way of bursting up itself, and with its two 
machines is ata complete stand. A third, the 
Boothwood Paper Co., is in a very similar 
position, and of all the schemes that two years 
ago were blown like gay bubbles in a basin, 
there are not above two or three that are mak- 
ing a living profit, or that will not bite th 


Limited Liability act, in this manufacture, has 
worked most disastrously for nearly every man 
who has put his savings into it, and indirectly to 
many who have been engaged in the paper 
manufacture for years. To my knowledge, a man 
who had after years of saving realized enough to 
build thirty-three houses near Blackburn, sold 
them to go into ore of these concerns, which 
was losing a hundred pounds sterling per week 
when it stopped. Every tradesman near who 
had a few pounds to spare, though he knew 
nothing of the trade in which he put his savings, 
was induced to take shares. A staff of directors, 
| clerks and travelers, was appointed. One of the 
| machines was erected to make a description of 
paper with which the market was already 
largely overstocked, and the travelers had orders 
to sell at any price, the best they could get, and 
keep going. No wonder there is wailing and 
| gnashing of teeth among the wholesale houses 
whose stocks are depreciated 20 to 30 per cent. 
among the shareholders, and finally among the 
creditors who trusted to limited liability and 
| found unlimited loss. Trade would be bad 
| enough with the old established sources of sup- 
| ply, but with these bogus companies to put a 
stone round its neck, it cannot, in many cases, 
| float at all. The only men who have made any- 
thing out of them are the wire-pullers and 
directors, and the dealers in their stocks and 
| shares, who have traded in them with as much 
interest in the concerns they represent as the 
circle round a rouge et noir or roulette table. 
| Hoping that these few remarks upon limited 
liability run mad inthe form of paper-making, 
will be reflected to some profit to this side of 
the Atlantic, I am,

I would not advise *“‘ Lucian” to try any such 
experiment, as it alters the weight of the paper, 
and I could never see that any benefit was 
gained by it. The best way to prevent knots is to 
have the stuff beaten short and kept thin in the 
chest. Sized stock is generally worse than un- 
sized, simply from the fact that one has a ten- 
| dency to float more than the other, and in mak- 
ing sized paper there is less chance to get water

There are 
two ways to get quit of the knots: Beat the 
hard stock in a separate engine with sharp 
tackle, or beat both together in the same engine, 
and make the stock very short, with plenty of 
water.

Spring Roll—Jerking. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

Your correspondent ‘‘ Ouvrier,” in speaking of 
a spring roll for the last roll before calenders, 
says he never saw one work well yet.

| an apprentice, or rather those that have not head | 
| or mechanical ingenuity enough in their make-up | 
| to show them how to obviate the jerking or 
| twitching of the drying and calendering part of 
Such men are always ready to take | 


the machine, 
a situation, fully recommending themselves as 
competent to run any machine on all kinds of 


paper and every sort of stock, often keeping a | 
good, competent machine-tender out of a situa- | 
tion, slightly to his injury and very greatly to | 


the annoyance and real injury of the employer. 
Such are ever ready to turn to the pages of your 
valuable JOURNAL for help in their extremity, 
well knowing that their own heads cannot afford 
them any relief. In regard to the hickory spring, 
I do not think that is of much use, except that it 
might save the journals somewhat from wearing 
on account of forming a sort of cushion for the 
bearings. I have used a hickory spring on the 
stop-cutter to throw in the dog-tooth, with good 


| success, and think that 1s about the only place on 


the machine where a hickory spring is of much 
use, and I prefer a steel one for that place. 

Now, for preventing the jerking of the machine 
at the calenders, nearly every dryer that is made 
will have a heavy side, and I have often found 
when starting new machines that no attention 
has been given to this, but that the heavy sides 
are all one way, thus giving a forward motion to 
the dryers when the heavy sides go down, and 
slacking the paper between the dryers and calen- 


-ders, Assoon as the heavy side passes the lower 


centre there comes a check which quickly tightens 
the paper, thus causing a smart jerk. To obviate 


| this, take the intermediate gears off, commence 
| back at the second press; turn dryer No, 1 around 


until the heavy side is just upon the top or di- 
rectly over the centre; then turn dryer No, 2 
until the heavy side is at the bottom or exactly 
under the centre, thus balancing one against the 
other; so on through the whole number of 
dryers, getting an even balance of the whole 
number. If, as is sometimes the case, there is so 
great a difference in the sides of the dryers that 
it cannot be overcome in this way, pieces of lead 
can be bolted on to the ends of the dryers on the 
light side, thus overcoming the extra weight or 
one-sidedness. See that the clutch on the calen- 
ders fits, fully keeping up to draught. If the 
clutch is not a good fit, it is easily made safe by 
fitting in wedges of hard wood; hickory will do.

Obituary. 








Rosert M. De Wirt. 
Robert M. De Witt, the well-known publisher, 
of Rose street, died on Monday at his residence, 


at Stratford, Conn., of pneumonia. Mr. De 
Witt was born in this city in 1828, and at 
an early age entered the employ of Israel 


Post, of No. 88 Pine street, one of the pioneers of 
the magazine trade. He was afterward asso- 
ciated in the same business with William H. 
Graham, and on the failure of the latter in 1852, 
he formed the new publishing firm of De Witt & 
Davenport. After doing business for several 
years, the house went under in the panic of 1857, 
and Mr. De Witt afterward continued business 
alone under his own name. Ten years later he 
and William Banker, of Brooklyn, started the 
New York News Company. Mr. De Witt 
originally commenced business in Park row, 
afterward moving to the old Tribune building, 
and from thence into Frankfort street. His late 
headquarters were at No. 33 Rose street, where 
he occupied the whole building with his publish- 
ing house and book-bindery. He was chiefly 
known as a publisher of cheap and popular 
literature, although a number of important 
scientific and medical works were issued from 
his establishment. 





Water D. Brooks. 

Walter D. Brooks, of the firm of Lockwood, 
Brooks & Co., died in Boston on April Mr. 
Brooks was in the prime of life, highly respected 
by all who knew him, of excellent business ca- 
pacity, and with bright prospects of success and 
usefulness. The Boston publishers met at the | 
Congregational House on April 7 and adopted | 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That in the death of one of our asso- 
ciates, Mr. Walter D. Brooks, the trade has suf- 
fered a loss which words can but feebly express. 

That we recognized in his energy and business | 
capacity the promise of a successful mercantile 
life. 

That we tender to his family our deepest sym- 
pathy in their great affliction, and commend 
them to the loving care of Him who doeth all 
things well.

H. P. B. Jewett, an old member of the publish- 
ing trade, died recently at his residence in Colum- 
bus, Ohio.

the concern at Cleveland, under the name of 
Jewett, Worthington & Proctor. The failure of 
the concern in Boston took with it the house in 
Cleveland. Mr. Jewett then moved to Cincin- 
nati, and in 1862 became associated with Ricky 
& Carroll, publishers, and afterward with R. W. 
Carroll & Co., where he remained until his fail- 
ing health compelled him to retire.

THE MONEY MARKET—Remains in an easy 
condition, the rate on call loans ranging gener- 
ally at from 2 to 4 per cent., the bulk of the 
business being at 244 to 3 per cent., with some 
transactions at 1 to 1!¢ per cent. The banks and 
trust companies continue their rates at 4 and 5 
per cent. Commercial paper is in limited request, 
and moves at old figures. 

Government bonds have ruled strong through- 
out the week, and prices, particularly for the 
old issues of 5-20s, are somewhat higher. Railroad 
bonds have a pretty steady, although moderate 
movement. There is not much doing in State 
bonds. 

The gold market displayed considerable activ- 
ity on the early days of the week, and the rate 
touched as high as 107% on Tuesday. Later it 
has steadily declined, and at the close is about 
the same as at the opening. The quotations for 
the week are:

Of these only 2,500 bales remain in the hands of 
importers, the rest going forward directly to con- 
sumers on old contracts. The sales during the week 
were 250 bales to arrive, per British Envoy (since 
reported arrived) at 35<c. currency, cash, and 
about 7 bales from store at 3%c.
